A new and adv anced legislativ e 
policy was understood to be 
re­ 
ceiv ing serious consideration 
by 
ranking members of the powerful 
house rules committee aimed at 
protecting the “ intent of congress" 
in the enactment of all Important 
bills in the future. 
In measures containing 
broad 
grants of authority difficult to re­ 
strict, the policy would require the 
inclusion of an “ intent" clause de­ 
claring the limits bey ond which 
the congress would not ex pect the 
ex ecutiv e branch to go. 
Imposition of the policy would 
hinge on a proposal that the rules 
committee, which holds “ life 
or 
death" power ov er most legisla­ 
tion, would decline to send to the 
house floor any bill about which 
there was doubt on this score un­ 
less it contained such a clause. 
The proposal, it was understood, 
J has been outlined to a majority of 
the committee by a ranking demo­ 
cratic member, and the present 
di*n« Miition ie to adoot it.

This disclosure came less than 
a day after congress twice had 
slapped at the pu rported failu re of 
the White House to respect the 
legislativ e intent of congreae.

Of the local ones, perhaps the 
commonest is a lump th a t occurs 
on the wrist, or the back of the 
hand, just at the hump. The name 
of this ? welling is ganglion, but it 
does not, as might be supposed 
from that name, originate from 
nervous tissue. 
it is a growth in the form of a 
sac filled with liq uid which arises 
from one of the tendons 
or tendon 
sheaths of the muscles of the fore­ 
arm. It is usually painless, except 
just at the first when it is begin­ 
ning to form, and unless it is big 
enough to become awkward, it 
does no harm. 
The 
older 
surgeons 
used 
to 
treat it by putting the hand on a 
solid table and striking the gan­ 
glion sharply with the back of a 
book. This is not only brutal treat­ 
ment, but actually harmful be­ 
cause some time after that the 
ganglion has to be dissected out 
by surgery. 


Rheumatic Nodules 
As ex amples of nodules which 
are ev idences of sy stemic disease, 
probably the best ex amples are 
the so-called rheumatic nodules 
which occur in a v ery large pro­ 
portion of cases of acute inflam­ 
matory rheumatism and, in fact, 
may be the only ev idences of the 
disease. In other words, the nod­ 
ules may appear without joint or 
heart changes. They occur ov er 
the front of the forearm, along 
the line of the tendons or just 
under the skin and are usually red 
and painful. They may also ap­ 
pear ov er the shin where, again, 
they are just under the skin and 
are red and painful. The treat­ 
ment of them is the treatment of 
the underly ing condition. 
In many people ov er the age of 
60 there can be seen and felt little 


nodes at the joints 
at the ends of 
the lingers. They are 
called Heb- 
erden’s nodes, although 
all that 
Dr. Heberden said about them 150 
years ago was: “ What are these 
little nodes tiiat appear at 
the 
ends 
of the fingers?" 
Nobody 
since then has been able 
to giv e a 
very good answer. They are 
often 
raid to be associated with chronic 
arthritis, but in many cases they 
occur without any other joint 
changes except a slight stiffness 
of the ends of the fingers. They 
are painless and need no treat­ 
ment. 
Other .Nodules 
A condition which may lead to 
serious disability consists of nodes 
or lumps that appear under the 
skin, usually on the legs. 
The 
name of this condition is erythema 
induratum. The nodes often ex­ 
tend clear down to the muscle and 
cause considerable pain. not only 
when the subject is walking, but 
even at rest. The condition is very 
chronic and the nodes may break 
through the skin and ulcerate. The 
underlying condition appears to 
be one of poor circulation, and 
treatm ent by the use of heat, mas- 
Fag*. violet light 
therapy and 
m easures to restore circulation. 
such as exercises of the feet and 
toes, are indicated.

a day so that the head is lower 
than the hips ov er the edge of the 
bed or chair. Cases which do not 
respond to 
this treatment may re­ 
q uire drainage by surgery . About 
t o per cent of 
cases ultimately 
hav e a complete recov ery .

Of the local ones, perhaps the 
commonest is a lump th a t occurs 
on the w rist, or the back of the 
hand, ju st at the hum p. The nam e 
of this sw elling is ganglion, but it 
does not, as m ight be supposed 
from th a t name, originate from 
nervous tissue. 
It is a grow th in the form of a 
sac filled with liquid which arises 
from one of the tendons or tendon 
sheaths of the muscles of the fore­ 
arm . It is usually painless, except 
just a t the first when it is begin­ 
ning to form , and unless it is big 
enough to become awkward, it 
does no harm . 
The older 
surgeons used to 
trea t it by putting the hand on a 
solid table and striking the gan­ 
glion sharply with the back cf a 
book. This is not only brutal tre a t­ 
ment, but actually harm ful be­ 
cause some tim e afte r th a t the 
ganglion ha* to be dissected out 
by surgery. 


Rheum atic Nodules 
As exam ples of nodules which 
are evidences of system ic disease, 
probably the best example’s are 
the so-called rheum atic nodules 
which occur in a very large pro­ 
portion of cases of acute inflam­ 
m atory rheum atism and, in fact, 
may be the only evidences of the 
disease. In other words, the nod­ 
ules may appear w ithout joint or 
h eart changer. They occur over 
the fro n t of the forearm , along 
the line of the tendons or ju st 
under the skin and are usually red 
and painful. They may also ap­ 
pear over the shin where, again, 
they are ju st under the skin and 
are red and painful. The tre a t­ 
m ent of them is the treatm ent of 
the underlying condition.

O ther Nodules 
A condition which m ty lead to 
serious disability consists of nodes 
or lumps th a t appear under the 
skin, usually on the legs. 
The 
name of this condition is erythem a 
induratum . The nodes often ex­ 
tend clear down to the muscle and 
cause considerable pain, not only 
viien tho subject is walking, but 
even a t rest. The condition is very 
chronic and the nodes m ay break 
through the skin and ulcerate. The 
underlying condition appears to 
be one of poor circulation, and 
treatm ent by the use of heat, m as­ 
sage, violet light dierapy and 
m easures to restore circulation, 
such as exercises of the feet and 
toes, are indicated.

M. S. G .:— W hat caff you tell 
me about abscess of the lung? Is 
it a serious ailm ent? Is it cura­ 
ble? M ow long does it take to cure 
it? is there any relationship be­ 
tween th at and tuberculosis? 
A nsw er: Abscess of the lung is 
certainly a serious ailm ent. It can 
come from tuberculosis or follow 
pneum onia or any infection of the 
bronchial tubes or the lungs. Many 
cases get well in the course of tim e 
by the use of postural drainage, 
which is to lie three or four tim es 
a day so th a t the head is lower 
than the hips over the edge of the 
bed or chair. Cases which do not 
respond to this treatm ent m ay re­ 
quire drainage by surgery. About 
75 per cent of cases ultim ately 
have a complete recovery.

JESUS HAD three friends be­ 
sides 
his 
immediate 
followers, 
whom he dearly loved. They were 
a brother and two sisters, and 
their names were Lazarus, Mary 
and Martha. They liv ed at Beth­ 
any , which is on the eastern slop e 
of the Mount of Olives, op p osite 
Jerusalem. 
Jesus 
v isited 
them 
often. 
Lazarus was taken ill, and the 
sisters sent to Jesus, who was 
about two miles away from Beth­ 
any , say ing , “Lord, behold, he 
whom Thou lov est is sick.” When 
Jesus received the messag e He 
said, “This sickness is not unto 
death, but for the g lory of God, 
that the Son of God mig ht be 
g lorified thereby .” 
He did not g o immediately to 
Hi3 friends, but waited for two 
day s in the same p lace, then said 
to His discip les, “Let us g o into 
Judea ag ain.” They p rotested be­ 
cause they said, “Master, the Jews 
of late soug ht to stone Thee; and 
g oest Thou thither ag ain?” Jesus 
answered, "Are there not twelv e 
hours in the day ?” meaning that 
He would obey the will cf God 
who ordered His life. 
Lazarus Sleep cth 
Then Jesus said to those who 
were with Him, "Our friend Laza­ 
rus sleep eth; but I g o, that I may 
awake him.” 
Misunderstanding , the discip les 
said that was g ood; that the sleep 
would do Lazarus g ood, and Jesus 
told them p lainly that Lazarus 
was dead. 
Now, according to the Hebrew 
custom of the time, w’hen some­ 
one in the family died, he or she 
was buried that same nig ht, and 
friends, ten at least, came to stay 
with the family to comfort them. 
Martha, howev er, the more activ e 
of the two bereav ed sisters, left 
the house when she knew Jesus 
was coming , and met Him. 
Lord, if Thou hadst been here, 
my brother had not died. But I 
know that* ev en now, whatev er 
Thou wilt ask of God, He will g iv e 
it Thee." You see, she had not lost 
hop e even then, but trusted that 
Jesus would sav e them from this 
g reat g rief. 
Jesu s said to her, “Thy brother 


shall rise ag ain,” and M artha an­ 
swered, “I know that he shall rise 
ag ain in the resurrection, at the 
last day .” 
Jesus said to her, "I am the 
resurrection, and the life; he that 
believ eth on Me, thoug h he were 
dead, y et shall he liv e.” 
M artha returned to the house 
and told Mary that Jesus was 
near and called for her, so Mary 
went out to Jesus, and some of 
the mourners went with her. In 
her g rief she threw herself at 
Jesus’ feet and said the same 
thing M artha had said to Him, 
“Lord, if Thou hadst been here, 
my brother l\ad not died.” 
Jesus was much moved and 
"g roaned in sp irit, and was trou­ 
bled.” “Where hav e y e laid him ?” 
He asked, and when they said, 
“Lord, come and see,” Jesus wep t. 
Still with a troubled sp irit Jesu s 
went to the tomb 
o f Lazarus, 
which wras in a cav e with a stone 
blocking the entrance. Jesus told 
them to roll the stone away , and 
M artha interp osed, say ing that 
her brother had been dead four 
day s and the body had p robably 
started to decay . Jesus said to her, 
“Said I not to thee, that, if thou 
wouldest believe, thou shouldest 
see the g lory of God?” 
Stone Is Roiled Away 
The stone was taken away and 
Jesus raised His ey es to heaven 
and thanked God that He had 
been heard. "And I knew that 
Thou hesrest me alway s; but be­ 
cause of the p eop le which stand 
by I said it, that they may believe 
that Thou hast sent Me." 
Then He called with a loud 
voice, "Lazarus, come forth.” And 
heNhat had been dead came, bound 
hand and foot with g rav e clothes 
ani a nap kin ov er his face. Jesus 
told those nearest to help Lazarus 
rid himself of the binding s. 
Many of the p eop le who saw 
this g reat thing believed on Jesus 
as the Christ, but some went to 
the Pharisees and told them about 
it. These men saw a distinct 
threat to themselv es in Jesus’ 
works and the chief p riest, Caia- 
p has, declared that if Jesus was 
allowed to live the Romans would 
destroy the whole Jewish p eop le, 
and rather than hav e that hap ­ 
p en, Jesus should be p ut to death. 
They were afraid that if Jesus 
lived and continued to make be­ 
liev ers, they would lose their p ow­ 
er, so they decided on the sp ot 
that He m ust die.

JESUS HAD three friends be­ 
side* his immediate followers, 
whom he dearly loved. They were 
a brother and two sisters, and 
their names were Lazarus, Mary 
and Martha. They lived at Beth­ 
any. which is on the eastern slope 
of the Mount of Olives, opposite 
Jerusalem. Jesus visited them 
often. 
Lazarus was taken ill, and the 
sisters sent to Jesus, who was 
about two miles away from Beth­ 
any, saying, "Lord, behold, he 
whom Thou lovest Is sick.” When 
Jesus received the message He 
said, “This sickness is not unto 
death, but for the glory of God, 
that the Son of God might be 
glorified thereby.” 
He did not go immediately to 
His friends, but waited for two 
days in the same place, then said 
to His disciples, “Let us go into 
Judea again.” They protested be­ 
cause they said, “Master, the Jews 
of late sought to stone Thee; and 
guest Thou thither again?" Jesus 
answered, "Are there not twelve 
hours in the day?" meaning that 
He would obey the will Cf God 
who ordered His life. 
Lazarus Sleepcth 
Then Jesus said to those who 
were with Him, "Our friend Laza­ 
rus sleepeth; but I go, that I may 
awake him." 
Misunderstanding, the disciples 
said that was good; that the sleep 
would do Lazarus good, and Jesus 
told them plainly that Lazarus 
was dead. 
Now, according to the Hebrew 
custom of the time, when some­ 
one in the family died, he or she 
was buried that same night, and 
friends, ten at least, came to stay 
with the family to comfort them. 
Martha, however, the more active 
of the two bereaved sisters, left 
the house when she knew Jesus 
was coming, and met Him. 
“Lord, if Thou hadst been here. 
my brother had not died. But I 
know that* even now, whatever 
Thou wilt ask of God, He will give 
it Thee." You see, she had not lost 
hope even then, but trusted that 
Jesus would save them from this 
great grief. 
Jesus said to her, “Thy brother 


shall rise again,” and Martha an­ 
swered, “I know that he shall rise 
again in the resurrection, at the 
last day.” 
Jesus said to her, “I am the 
resurrection, and the life; he that 
believeth on Me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live." 
Martha returned to the house 
and told Mary that Jesus was 
near and called for her, so Mary 
went out to Jesus, and some of 
the mourners went with her. In 
her grief she threw herself at 
Jesus’ feet and said the same 
thing Martha had said to Him, 
"Lord, if Thou hadst been here, 
my brother t\ad not died.” 
Jesus was much moved and 
"groaned in spirit, and was trou­ 
bled.” “Where have ye laid him?” 
He asked, and when they said, 
“Lord, come and see,” Jesus wept. 
Still with a troubled spirit Jesus 
went to the tomb of Lazarus, 
w’hich was in a cave with a stone 
blocking the entrance. Jesus told 
them to roll the stone away, and 
Martha interposed, saying that 
her brother had been dead four 
days and the body had probably 
started to decay. Jesus said to her, 
“Said I not to thee, that, if thou 
wouldest believe, thou shouldest 
see the glory of God?” 
Stone Is Rolled Away 
The stone was taken away and 
Jesus raised His eyes to heaven 
and thanked God that He had 
been heard. “And I knew that 
Thou he*rest me always; but be­ 
cause of the people which stand 
by I said it. thai they may believe 
that Thou hast sent Me," 
Then He called with a loud 
voice, "Lazarus, come forth." And 
heAhat had been dead came, bound 
hand and foot with grave clothe* 
ani a napkin over his face. Jesus 
told those nearest to help Lazarus 
rid himself of the bindings. 
Many of the people who saw 
this great thing believed on Jesus 
an the Christ, but some went to 
the Pharisees and told them about 
it. These men saw a distinct 
threat to themselves In Jesus’ 
works and the chief priest, Caia- 
phas, declared that if Jesus was 
allowed to live the Romans would 
destroy the whole Jewish people, 
and rather than have that hap­ 
pen, Jesus should be put to death. 
They were afraid that if Jesus 
lived and continued to make be­ 
lievers, they would lose their pow­ 
er, so they decided on the spot 
that He must die.

Office of Price Adm inistration 
Friday announced liberalization of 
restrictions on purchase of new 
automobiles so that the nation’s 
stock of 240,000 vehicles m ay be 
sold. 
OPA said 
th a t 
gasoline 
and 
other driving restrictions are so 
tight that it is possible to open 
the sale of automobiles to more 
persons. New rules are effective 
March 6. 
Only about 1,000 new cars of 
1941 production are available and 
they may be bought by anyone in 
a gainful occupation or doing w ar 
or public w elfare work. A sta te ­ 
m ent of need m ust be filed with 
the automobile dealer. Ration cer­ 
tificates for 1941 cars are neces­ 
sary. 
For purchase of 1942 convert­ 
ibles and models with list 
p rit^ 
over 
$1,500 
ration 
certificates 
m ust be 
obtained 
from 
ration 
boards. Anyone in gainful occupa­ 
tion or doing w ar or public w el­ 
fare work who does not have a 
serviceable car m ay apply. In this 
classification the eligibility 
list 
has been broadened and made ap­ 
plicable to cars valued between 
$1,500 and $2,500 instead of a 
minimum of $2,500 as before. 
For cars of 1942 with list price 
of $1,500 or less ration certifi­ 
cates may be obtained by anyone 
eligible for "C" gasoline rations 
if he does not have a suitable car. 
This classification form erly w as 
limited to essential w ar w orkers 
and doctors.

State 
club leaders, estim ating th a t each 
4-H boy and girl devotes 500 hours 
annually to his tasks, have worked 
out an hour-point system so th at 
each club mem ber will be given 
credit for tim e and energy spent 
on different club activities. 
The honor-point scale is grad­ 
uated to m ake allowance for the 
capabilities of the different age 
groups. P ar for 12-year-old mem­ 
bers is 12 points, and one point is 
50 hours work on the farm and in 
the home. This work is needed to 
m aintain production of farm pro­ 
ducts. 
Members also can earn points 
through such activities as health 
maintenance. Improvem ent of eat­ 
ing habits, adoption of good health 
practices, keeping food analysis 
score cards for the family, 
and 


studying first aid, home nursing, 
or nutrition are avenues through 
which these points can be earned. 
Members can earn a maximum 
of eight points in regular club pro­ 
jects such as raising beef or dairy 
calves, swine or 
sheep 
produc­ 
tion, 
raising 
poultry, 
planting 
vegetables or field crops, doing re­ 
pair work on the farm or in the 
home, canning, or m aking cloth­ 
ing. This project work is in addi­ 
tion to time spent on the regular 
work on the farm or in the home. 
Community 
services 
such 
as 
scrap collection, purchase of w ar 
stam ps and bonds, sale of stam ps 
or bonds, donations to local relief 


agencies, participation in fire or 
accident 
prevention 
campaigns, 
killing rats and mice, and se rv ic e # 
to neighborhood leaders in defense 
work are other activities which 
enable 4 -H club m em bers to earn 
points. 
Boys and girls who reach their 
point-quota will be recognized as # 
Victory 4-H Members. S tate lead­ 
ers expect there will be thousands 
of Ohio members who will score 
two or three tim es the required 
num ber of points to 
earn 
the 
Victory designation.
